Now (hat President Kennedy finally 
has agreed with the business commun­ 
ity and 
economic experts that the 
weight of Federal tax rates is so great 
that it is depressing economic growth 
an perpetuating unemployment, new at­ 
tention should be given to the Herlong- 
Baker legislation. 
This bi-partisan approach to income 
tax rate reform was designed to remove 
the tax roadblocks to growth and em­ 
ployment, while at the same time pro­ 
tecting Federal revenue requirements. 
It is legislation in writen form, now in 
the House Ways and Means Committee, 
and could be passed by this session of 
Congress. 
The President, proposes, on the other 
hand, that the next Congress pass an 
income tax reform measure. This would 
take many months, and even if Con­ 
gress made it retroactive to the Presi­ 
dent’s January I target for easing the 
tax burden, much time would be lost 
before the country was "moving for­ 
ward” again. 
Pasage of the Herlong-Baker bill 
should lie substituted as an Administra­ 
tion objective for the tax measure the 
President is now trying to push through 
Congress. That measure is in trouble,

anyway. Businessmen oppose the plan 
to subsidize those of their members who 
invest in certain types of new equip­ 
ment. Millions of small investors are 
outraged by the dividend and interest 
withholding 
features. 
Congressional 
mail of record proportions shows how 
unpopular this measure is, and now the 
President has admited that it won’t do 
the job of allowing economic growth 
anyway. 
So, the President should shift Ad­ 
ministration backing from the present 
makeshift tax bill to the Herlong-Baker 
legislation. These bi-partisan, identical, 
bills would accomplish an across-the- 
l>oard rate reduction each year for five 
years. At the end, the highest corporate 
or |>ersonal rate would Im? 17 per cent— 
against up to 91 per cent now. And 
every taxpayer would find his tax bill 
cut at least 25 per cent. 
New treatment of depreciation, capi­ 
tal gains and estates, would stop the 
taxing away of capital which now blocks 
economic growth we could have. 
As the President says, tax rates are 
holding America back. The quickest way 
to rectify this is to pass the carefully- 
prepared Herlong-Baker plan, and do it 
this session. 


A Sharp Turn O n Medicare 


The positiveness with which Presi­ 
dent Kennedy last month predicted pas­ 
sage of the King-Anderson bill on 
hospital care for the aged looks slightly 
absurd n o w . Whereas the administra­ 
tion only a little earlier spurned any 
suggestion of compromise, Secretary 
Ribicoff has conferred at length with 
the House Committee on Ways and 
Means over possibilities of making it 
acceptable. 
The only point on which the White 
House now insists, says the Health, Ed­ 
ucation, and Welfare administrator, is 
that financing of the new service shall 
l>e through the social security system 
and its payroll tax. 
This leaves some room for maneuver. 
It would permit, for example, an amend­ 
ment along the lines of the Lindsey or 
Rockefeller plan under which a person 
covered by social security could use its 
hospital care payments to cover premi­ 
ums on a privately insured plan of his 
own chosing. 
But any use of the social security 
system 
would 
have 
two 
important 
shortcomings. One is that a large num­ 


ber of persons over 65 still would have 
to be taken care of through the general 
assistance programs and the Kerr-Mills 
Act. Another is that many social secur­ 
ity beneficiaries, just turning 65, would 
receive coverage far out of proportion 
to their relatively short-term contribu­ 
tions to the system. 
On these grounds and others, pivotal 
members of the Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee evidently have decided that the 
Kerr-Mills Act, passed in 1960, deserves 
a fuller trial to see if it may by itself 
meet the need. Apparently, too, the con­ 
gressmen have not found such a ground­ 
swell of popular support for "medicare” 
as the administration has tried hard to 
promote. 
State legislatures should see to it that 
their states make use of the Kerr-Mills 
Act and co-o|>erate with its provisions. 
With this done, it may be found that 
the King-Anderson bill is no more an 
irresistible “wave of the future” than 
was 
the 
Wagner-Murray-Dingell 
bill 
which for many years posed a broader 
threat of “socialized medicine.”

The Curse Of Keynes 


To be told, at this late date, 
that we shall return to the Key­ 
nesian concept of planned defi­ 
cit spending and to tax cutting 
without balancing the budget, is 
discouraging iiecause one is ex­ 
pected to learn by experience 
and experience is against any 
such program. President Ken­ 
nedy has heretofore not given 
the impression that he favored 
deficit financing. 
It is unfortunate that Presi­ 
dent Kennedy in his Yale speech 
gave the country this dose of 
Mil town. We do not need to have 
our n on es quieted; we need to 
t>e stimulated so that we can 
move forward. And the economy 
of this country cannot move for­ 
ward unless drastic steps are 
taken in specific directions: 
1. Government spending needs 
to be (rut to the bone, because 
there is no honest money avail­ 
able for wasteful expenditures; 
2. Foreign aid must be cut lo 
tile bone because we are run­ 
ning out of funds to aid coun­ 
tries which do not need aid and 
do not know how to use our aid; 
3. Taxes must 
be cut im­ 
mediately both for corporations 
and 
individuals 
to 
stimulate 
economic activity and to restore 
a greater respect for the pay­ 
ment of taxes; postponement to 
April 1964 will not help much 
now; 
4. A diligent search must be 
made for hidden American mo­ 


ney and for tax evaded posses­ 
sions abroad. The thief w h o 
evades taxes is as much a thief 
as one who steals a purse; 
5. If a ceiling is put on prices, 
it must be put on wages; other­ 
wise industry will become obso­ 
lescent; 
6. GATI' cannot be permitted 
to control the American tariff 
which must be free to function 
as necessary to protect Ameri­ 
can industry and the jobs of 
American workers from unfair 
competition 
in 
the 
American 
market. If this is not done, a 
“Buy American’’ campaign will 
progress among our p e o p l e 
which 
would hamper 
the Ad­ 
ministration in its foreign nego- 
tiations; 
7. We cannot af fold to go on 
playing tiddlywink* with Soviet 
Russia or with any other coun­ 
try which seeks to destroy us. 
Our weapons must be sharp and 
swift. 
Action along these lines will 
restore confidence. I n a c t i o n 
makes for confusion and confu­ 
sion adds to fear. The Presi­ 
dent’s economic advisers may 
know' 
economies 
but 
not 
the 
psychology of tl>e American peo­ 
ple. The current recession 
is 
psychological and must be treat­ 
ed that way. 
In his Yale speech, President 
Kennedy sought to restore confi­ 
dence but he spoke to the Yale 
faculty not to the country and 
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the Yale faculty, while undoubt­ 
edly erudite, i* not enough of an 
audience 
to 
matter. 
For 
in­ 
stance, the President treats the 
loss of confidence, which sent 
the stock market tumbling, as 
due to myth — the perpetuation 
of myths. He said: 
“In recent months many have 
come to, feel as I do that the 
dialogue between the parties — 
between business 
and 
govern­ 
ment—between the Government 
and the public—is clogged by 
illusion and platitude and fails 
to reflect the true realities of 
contemporary 
American 
so­ 
ciety.” 
He also said: 


“Mythology distracts us every­ 
where — in government as in 
business, in polities as in econo­ 
mics, in foreign affairs as in 
domestic affairs.” 
But that is not quite the whole 
story. 
Money 
rushes 
toward 
profits and duns away from loss- 
«**. That is the nature of the 
critter. There is no myth about 
this. To restore confidence, the 
President needs to assure those 
who work at the mechanism 
called money that they will not 
he harassed, that they will have 
a fair chance to do their jobs, 
to earn a profit, and to rebuild 
their 
plants 
and 
equipment. 
Those assurances do not appear 
in the 
President s 
speech 
in 
clear-cut, clarion tones, although 
a sympathetic person can say 
that that is what he understands 
the President means. 
But the sympathetic person 
does not count as much as the 
unsympathetic person, particu­ 
larly the frightened person who 
lost money in the stock market 
and still does not understand 
why. 
There can be no question but 
that 
President 
Kennedy 
has 
come to the Presidency at a 
very hard time. All the m is­ 
takes of his predecessors have 
fallen into his lap. Those are the 
fortunes (rf politics. He faces a 
tough age ami out of it he will 
emerge either a hero or a fright­ 
ened man. The choice is hts.

I Anal Memories Of ‘Custer's Last Stand' 


E ditor, Th* Daily R ecord: 
I Mi ring th* gay nineties and in­ 
to the nineteen hundreds, there 
appeared behind many a saloon 
bar, a picture some three feel 
wide by four feet in length. The 
title of this picture was “Cus­ 
ter’s Last Stand", A brewing 
company handed them out as ad­ 
vertising for it s beer. Today out 
of the many thousands of these 
pictures given out, a few remain 
as collectors items. 
The subject of this picture was 
General Custer’s last fight with 
the Sioux and Cheyenne Indians, 
on the Little Big Horn, in Da­ 
kota Territory, on Sunday, June 
25, 1876. Here regular army of­ 
ficer Lieut. Col, George Arm­ 
strong Custer was killed along 
with 276 of hi* men. He had de­ 
fied a military axiom and divi­ 
ded his command. 
However, had he not done so, 
his entire command of over 600 
men of the famed 7th Cavalry 
Regiment would have perished. 
Whether Custer knowingly did 
this or not, will never be known. 
It is a good thing for tile 7th 
Cavalry that he did, as it was 
opposed by no less than 3000 
Indians. 
It has been quite popular of 
late to picture General Custer 
as a flamboyant egotistical snob, 
hated by his men and interested 
only in military glory, lacking in 
military knowledge and worse. 
However, in the light of careful 
research and sound source ma­ 
terial, he does appear in a dif­ 
ferent light. If ever a figure in 
our history captures the imagi­ 
nation, 
it is that of General 
George Armstrong Custer. 
He was six feet tall, one hun­ 
dred-seventy pounds, muscular, 
with close set blue grey eyes. 
He was mistakingly called cross­ 
eyed. He had a beak-Like nose, 
over a drooping yellow m u s­ 
tache. I»ng ears hidden by long 
curly shoulder 
length 
"yellow 
hair.” On his head a 
rakish 
forage cap, his complexion was 
ruddy. 
He designed his own uniforms. 
This has always been Hie privi­ 
lege of General Army officers. 


He wore a red scarf, as did oil 
his 1st. Michigan Cavalry be­ 
fore Gettysburg. He had a shrill, 
piercing, 
carrying 
command 
voice. His commands were never 
mistaken the whole length of a 
cavalry column. He was im - 
patient, energetic and reckless. 
He was no Francophile or An­ 
glophile apeing the way* of for­ 
eign officers, but thoroughly Am­ 
erican, or the original unortho­ 
dox American. 
General Custer enjoyed almost 
perfect health, and felt that ev­ 
eryone around him should feel 
as good as he did. This was his 
most grevious fault. 


The General was an avid hun­ 
ter and dog lover, he was quietly 
religious, a practical joker, and 
full of animal spirits. He neither 
drank, smoked, swore or gam­ 
bled. He was not hated by the 
men under him they loved and 
respected him and would follow 
him to death. 
This is not a mere cliche’ 
statement, or a guiding of the 
lily. It may seem, to us ordinary 
mortals, he was a rare speci­ 
men. For ail purposes and de­ 
signs. General Custer was just 
that. 
( 
General Custer was never a 
scholar in the academic sense 
of the word. He was at the 
bottom of his class at W e s t 
Point. He was no orator and stut­ 
tered in his speech. In private 
conversation 
among 
personal 
friends, he was an interesting 
and able talker. 
It is safe to say that no one 
at the time, was more interested 
or introspective of Indian nature 
than he. It is also sale to say 
that no one at the time, was 
more aware of the beaureau- 
cratic nature of our 
"Indian 
Bureau” than he. This Bureau 
was indirectly responsible for 
holding back western migration 
for thirty years. 
George Armstrong Custer, just 
out of West Point, was made a 
captain of General McClellan's 
Staff, Army Of The Patomac. 
He rose by merit and became a 
Major General at twenty three 
years of age. He was called the

They gave him th# 
name "Yellow Hair”. The Con­ 
federate and Union Armies both 
called him the “Daredevil”. 
It would be a difficult task, to 
find an individual who by shear 
personality, 
intelligence 
a n d 
heroism played a bigger part in 
winning the war between the 
states, physically or otherwise, 
particularly in the vicinity of 
Gettysburg, 
than Bivvet-Majoc 
General Custer. 
He was a master horseman, 
one of the best in either army. 
He was an expert swordsman, 
Chicopee sabres of the time were 
sharp and were used to hack, 
stab, kill and mutilate soldiers of 
either side This was no motion 
picture war. 
General 
Custer 
loved 
his 
Michigan Cavalry Brigade. 
If 
any general officer in the Union 
Army took part in more engage­ 
ments than he, it is not record­ 
ed. 
Let’s move West with General 
Custer. 
It is after the war, he be­ 
comes commandant of the 7th 
Cavalry Regiment, Fort Lincoln 
Nebraska. He created his own 
band. 
Their favorite piece 
is 
“Garry Owen”, song of the 7th 
The 7th was a vertibie foreign 
legion, 
it 
was 
made 
up 
of 
thieves, 
alcoholics, 
murderers, 
along with many good men. Gen­ 
eral Custer gave them an “es- 
pirit de Corps” and a pride in 
the 7th second to none. 
They fought no less than thirty- 
six engagements with the In­ 
dians. The 7th Cavalry Regi­ 
ment did more in the winning 
of the West than any other or­ 
ganization or groups of organi­ 
zations. 
Then we come to the Little 
Big Horn and the death of a 
man who. under adverse and 
discouraging conditions and jeal­ 
ousy, performed great and her­ 
oic services for this country. 
And I again contend, that if 
praise of General Custer seems 
like a 
gilding of the lily, a 
close unbiased study af his til* 
will prove otherwise. 
It is an interesting historical 
fact, that Elizabeth Bacon Clus­ 
ter, widow of General Ouster, 
once lived 
in 
Monroe 
County 
near Stroudsburg. She held title 
to some four acres of land Wert 
of town on the right-hand side 
of the Tanite Road bordering 
th* Pocono Creek. She held title 
to this land for some eighteen 
years. There was a frame house 
and a log house on the proper­ 
ty, these have long since been 
destroyed by lire and decay. 
Mrs. Custer spent the summers 
here, with a lady companion. It 
is to be suppos'd that here she 
did some of her writing. She 
was the author of “Boots and 
Saddles” and “Following 
ITW 
Guidon ", about her life on the 
plains with General Custer. She 
also wrote for newspapers and 
magazines. 


I Note: The above books w ere 
widely read at the time. They 
are available at the library in 
Stroudsburg. Mrs. Custer gave a 
lecture in the First Presbyterian 
Church in Stroudsburg in the 
Fall of 1892. This is from "The 
Jeffersonian”, early Stroudsburg 
newspaper.)

The late 
Errol Flynn, who played the part 
(rf General Custer, did not really 
look like the General, but Oliva 
de Havillhnd, who played the 
part of Libby Custer, really look­ 
ed like her.
